Sir: 

1HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  the 
Provincial  Secretary  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1960.  The 
activities  of  the  Department  are  reported  for  each  separate  Branch  in  the 
pages  that  follow.  Revenue  of  the  Department  showing  the  comparative 
figures  for  the  preceding  two  years  is  also  given. 

Revenue  for  all  Branches  increased  in  the  fiscal  year  1959  -  60  over  the 
previous  year  with  the  exception  of  the  Amusements  Branch  where  the  loss 
of  the  Amusements  Tax  (removal  of  tax  effective  from  the  1st  day  of  April, 
1959)  resulted  in  a  drop  in  revenue  of  thirty  per  cent.  Over-all  revenue  for 
the  Department  (including  revenue  from  those  Branches  of  the  Department 
Economic  Affairs  transferred  to  the  Department  of  the  Provincial  Secretary 
in  1959)  increased  by  1.5  per  cent. 

The  Board  of  Censors  under  The  Amusements  Act  screened,  1,015 
35  mm  and  70mm  films  and  1,267  16mm  films  during  1960.  There  were 
467  eliminations  or  cuts  made  from  123  of  the  35mm  and  70mm  films  and 
140  cuts  from  43  of  the  16mm  films.  In  addition  there  were  three  rejections 
of  35mm  films  and  one  rejection  of  a  16mm  film. 

The  Alberta  Jubilee  Auditoriums  continued  to  show  substantial  use  for 
a  great  variety  of  purposes  in  the  year  1960.  While  the  rental  income  from 
the  Auditoriums  does  not  cover  the  expenses  of  operation,  the  rental  rates 
are  nevertheless  maintained  at  a  level  to  encourage  as  wide  a  use  of  the 
buildings,  particularly  by  local  groups,  as  possible.  Bookings  of  the  larger 
travelling  shows  are  not  numerous  due  chiefly  to  transportation  costs  and  no 
appreciable  improvement  in  this  situation  is  expected  unless  more  Audi¬ 
toriums  are  built  in  Western  Canada. 

The  softness  of  the  economy  in  1960  was  reflected  in  fewer  incorpora¬ 
tions  under  The  Companies  Act  and  fewer  registrations  of  extra-provincial 
companies.  A  net  increase  of  8.6  per  cent  in  the  number  of  companies  on 
the  register  (provincial  and  extra-provincial)  at  the  end  of  the  year  compares 
with  a  net  increase  of  13.05  per  cent  for  the  previous  year. 

The  work  of  the  Cultural  Activities  Branch  continues  to  grow  as  more 
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and  more  communities  and  individuals  take  advantage  of  the  training  and 
services  provided.  Scholarships  were  again  awarded  to  students  in  Drama, 
Handicrafts,  Librarianship,  Music,  Recreation  and  the  Visual  Arts.  Under 
the  provisions  of  The  Libraries  Act,  grants  were  made  available  to  Regional, 
Municipal  and  Community  Libraries. 

Motion  picture  films  and  television  releases  are  playing  an  increasingly 
important  part  in  the  promotion  of  travel  by  Americans  to  Canada.  Alberta 
received  wider  coverage  in  1960  with  respect  to  motion  picture  showings  in 
the  United  States  of  America  than  any  other  tourist  area  in  Canada.  In 
addition  nearly  a  hundred  telecasts  of  Alberta  Government  films  were  shown 
in  the  United  States  during  the  year. 

The  loss  of  life  and  damage  to  property  by  fire  in  the  Province 
continues  to  emphasize  the  need  for  the  fire  prevention  activities  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner's  Office.  Much  of  that  activity  is  directed  toward  the  standards 
and  efficiency  of  local  fire  departments,  and  particularly  in  their  work  of 
inspecting  buildings  and  property  with  a  view  to  removing  or  relieving  fire 
hazards.  Alberta  communities  were  again  most  active  in  promoting  the 
annual  Fire  Prevention  Week  and  many  communities  received  awards  and 
honourable  mention  for  their  work  in  this  regard. 

Insurance  premiums  written  in  the  Province  continue  to  increase 
from  year  to  year.  1959  premiums  written  showed  an  increase  of  6.85  per 
cent  over  the  previous  year  while  the  per  capita  insurance  premium  increased 
by  2.9  per  cent. 

The  promotion  of  tourist  traffic  into  Alberta,  particularly  from  the 
United  States,  by  the  Travel  Bureau  continues  to  show  promising  results. 
Nearly  a  million  pieces  of  promotional  literature  were  distributed  in  1960  and 
in  addition  the  Bureau  purchases  advertising  space  in  magazines  with  national 
and  international  circulation,  distributes  display  posters  and  operates  display 
booths  at  important  American  sports  and  travel  shows  and  at  the  Royal  Winter 
Fair.  At  the  same  time  those  engaged  most  directly  in  the  tourist  business  in 
Alberta  are  taking  an  increasing  share  in  the  work  of  promoting  tourist  in¬ 
terest  in  this  Province  and  new  tourist  organizations  are  developing  yearly. 

Under  the  Government's  Five  Year  Plan  Program  grants  for  recrea¬ 
tional  facilities  are  being  made  to  communities  in  the  Province  on  the  basis  of 
$10  per  capita  for  communities  having  a  population  of  100  or  more.  In  the 
year  1960,  $749,872  was  distributed  in  recreational  facility  grants.  It  is  a 
matter  of  particular  encouragement  that  in  many  communities  the  grant 
is  being  supplemented  by  a  considerable  measure  of  volunteer  work  from  the 
citizens.  Applications  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  up  to  the  end  of  1963. 
It  is  expected  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  1962  the  majority  of  communities 
will  have  formulated  their  programs  and  made  applications  for  grants.

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AMUSEMENTS  BRANCH 


THE  activities  of  the  Amusements  Branch  include  the  censorship  of  motion 
pictures  by  the  Board  of  Censors,  the  inspection  of  places  of  amuse¬ 
ment  to  insure  public  safety  by  Theatre  Inspectors,  the  collection  of  pari¬ 
mutuel  tax  at  race  meetings  and  the  licensing  of  places  of  amusement. 

The  Board  of  Censors  under  The  Amustments  Act  screens  every  picture 
intended  for  public  showing  in  the  province,  and  the  picture  must  bear 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Censors  before  it  may  be  shown  in  the  province. 

CENSORSHIP 

During  the  calendar  year  1960,  the  Board  screened  1,015  first  print 
standard  (35mm  and  70mm)  subjects  and  1,267  first  print  narrow  gauge 
(16mm)  subjects.

The  6%  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections  made  in  1960  may  per¬ 
haps  be  a  normal  fluctuation  accounted  for  by  breaks  in  weather  and  road 
conditions.  Again  this  year  there  is  an  increase  (27%)  in  the  number  of 
buildings  inspected  where  no  recommendations  were  necessary.  There  is  a 
general  improvement  in  the  maintenance  of  the  country  halls.  In  1960  there 
was  a  drop  in  the  number  of  arenas  inspected  of  43%.

This  46%  increase  in  the  number  of  recommendations  could  perhaps 
be  attributed  partly  to  the  economic  condition  many  theatres  find  themselves 
in  and  partly  to  the  misconception  that  repairs  in  a  projection  room  are  not 
necessary  until  actual  breakdown. 
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ARENAS 


In  1959,  following  the  tragedy  of  the  arena  in  Listowel,  Ontario,  an 
attempt  was  made  to  inspect  as  many  arenas  as  possible  as  a  preventive  to 
such  a  tragedy  occurring  here.  The  situation  was  well  covered.  In  1960  the 
inspection  of  arenas  was  reduced  to  routine  inspection  of  established  struc¬ 
tures  and  to  initial  and  interim  inspection  of  new  or  under  construction 
structures. 

In  arenas  where  structural  weaknesses  of  a  minor  nature  were  noted, 
warnings  were  issued  to  watch  for  further  progression.  Recommendations 
were  also  made  to  consult  with  professional  structural  engineers  for  advice 
and  suggestions  for  checking  these  possible  defects. 

The  size  of  arena  structures  and  the  consequent  effect  of  the  elements 
on  them  make  frequent  inspections  necessary  to  maintain  at  all  times  a 
factor  of  public  safety. 

Construction  of  new  arenas  in  the  following  towns  was  begun  in  1960: 
Castor,  Coronation,  Fairview,  Jasper,  Killam,  Vegreville,  Vermilion. 

Five  fires  involving  places  of  amusement  were  reported  to  this  office 
during  1960. 

PROJECTIONISTS  —  EXAMINATIONS  AND  LICENCES 

Thirty-nine  candidates  attempted  examinations  for  projectionists 
licences  during  the  year.  Of  these  3 1  passed  and  eight  failed.  A  total  of  1  53 
licences  of  all  classes  was  issued. 


PARI-MUTUEL  TAX 

The  Amusements  Act  imposes  a  tax  on  all  betting  at  race  tracks  done 
through  the  pari-mutuel  system  and  the  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  this  tax.

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ALBERTA  HOUSE 


HE  steady  pressure  upon  the  various  services  offered  at  Alberta  House 


J-  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  cumulative  overall  results 
emphasized  the  services  which  are  rendered  both  to  Britons  seeking  informa¬ 
tion  on  Alberta  and  to  Albertans  seeking  guidance  or  assistance  on  their 
affairs  in  Great  Britain. 

IMMIGRATION: 

Emigration  enquiries  and  movements  dealt  with  through  Alberta  House 
have  largely  been  in  executive  and  professional  categories.  These  included 
teachers,  doctors,  nurses,  social  workers,  public  health  personnel  and  steam 
engineers. 

As  in  past  years,  applications  and  enquiries  from  agricultural  workers 
were  referred  to  the  Canadian  National  and  Canadian  Pacific  Railways 
Colonization  Departments. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT: 

The  problems  of  the  European  Economic  Community  or  “Inner  Six" 
and  the  European  Free  Trade  Association  or  “Outer  Seven",  continued  to 
receive  priority  throughout  the  year. 

With  the  expanding  industrial  and  economic  climate  in  Great  Britain 
and  Europe  and  the  numerous  adverse  press  releases  on  unemployment  in  the 
Dominion,  British  and  European  industrialists  and  financial  institutions 
showed  little  immediate  interest  in  Canadian  plant  establishment  but  a 
growing  desire  toward  a  closer  association  with  Canadian  firms  to  manufacture 
or  sell  in  Canada. 

Contact  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  the  Federation  of 
British  Industries,  The  Scottish  Council,  the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  American  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Dollar  Exports  Council  and  with 
National  and  Regional  British  Industrial  and  Trade  Associations. 

As  President  of  The  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Great  Britain; 
as  a  Vice-President  of  The  Agricultural  Institute  of  Canada  in  Great  Britain 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Oil  Industries  Club  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Agent 
Genera!  continued  to  maintain  contacts  in  finance,  commerce,  industry  and 
agriculture. 
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PUBLICITY,  PUBLIC  RELATIONS,  FILMS  AND  PHOTOGRAPHS 


Alberta  House  continued  to  supply  Alberta  publications  and  statistical 
material  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  Departments,  Her  Majesty's  Central 
Office  of  Information,  British  and  Canadian  Banks,  Chambers  of  Commerce, 
Public  Libraries,  Transportation  Companies  and  Travel  Agencies.  A  growing 
volume  of  booklets  and  maps  was  distributed  to  schools  and  students 
throughout  the  British  Isles  for  use  as  teaching  aids  on  the  Province  of 
Alberta.  Alberta  publicity  material  was  again  distributed  at  trade  exhibitions, 
display  centres  and  at  selective  film  showings. 

Close  contact  was  maintained  with  the  British  and  Canadian  press  in 
London.  General  statistical  information  on  Alberta  education,  health, 
welfare,  agriculture,  natural  resources,  industrial  expansion,  housing  and 
comparative  costs  of  living  was  supplied  to  the  national  and  provincial  press, 
to  the  broadcasting  and  television  services,  to  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  to 
trade  publications. 

A  total  of  seventy-five  Alberta  Government  films  were  shown  at 
immigration  meetings,  universities  and  schools,  to  an  estimated  audience 
of  about  8,300  viewers.  Background  material  for  radio  and  television 
programmes  was  again  supplied  through  Alberta  House.  There  was  a  further 
demand  from  the  press,  the  film  industry  and  from  other  sources  for  indus¬ 
trial,  agricultural  and  scenic  photographs  for  illustration  and  display  purposes. 

The  Agent  General  was  pleased  to  accept  invitations  to  deliver  ad¬ 
dresses  on  Canada  and  Alberta  at  official,  civic,  industrial  and  social  functions. 

ALBERTA  VISITORS: 

Almost  500  Alberta  citizens  visited  Alberta  House  in  1960.  As  in 
recent  years,  information  and  assistance  in  connection  with  passport  and  visa 
problems,  currency  exchange  regulations,  transportation,  British  and  Con¬ 
tinental  tours,  was  provided  to  Alberta  visitors.  Visitors  were  also  helped  to 
obtain  accommodation  and  employment. 

Invitations  were  again  received  and  distributed  for  the  Trooping  the 
Colour  ceremony  and  the  Royal  Garden  Parties. 

Increasing  use  was  made  of  the  Reading  Room,  opened  at  Alberta 
House  in  1959,  by  prospective  emigrants,  Alberta  and  United  Kingdom 
visitors. 

CIVIL  ENQUIRIES: 

Civil  enquiries,  including  requests  for  Birth,  Death  and  Marriage  Certi¬ 
ficates,  showed  an  increase  over  previous  years.  Assistance  was  rendered 
in  the  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased  persons  in  Alberta  and  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

CIVIL  DEFENCE: 

Throughout  the  year,  contact  was  again  maintained  with  the  Civil 
Defence  authorities  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  particularly  with  the  County 
of  Northumberland  Civil  Defence  Corps. 
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REPRESENTATION: 


During  the  year  the  Agent  General  was  again  privileged  to  represent 
the  Government  of  the  people  of  Alberta  at  241  official  functions  and  recep¬ 
tions  given  by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  by  His  Excellency  the  High 
Commissioner  for  Canada,  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London  and  the 
Commonwealth  Government  representatives,  and  by  financial,  commercial 
and  industrial  institutions  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

ALBERTA  VISIT: 

During  the  fiscal  year  1960,  the  Agent  General  was  privileged  to  make 
an  extended  visit  to  Alberta,  where  an  intensive  tour  made  it  possible  for 
him  to  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
Calgary,  a  meeting  of  the  Industrial  Development  Board  at  Camrose,  and  to 
address  a  number  of  meetings  and  gather  first  hand  information  on  past  and 
proposed  developments  in  the  Province. 
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AUDITORIUMS  MANAGEMENT 

COMMITEE 


THE  administration  of  the  Jubilee  Auditoriums  located  in  Calgary  and 
Edmonton  is  under  the  control  of  the  Auditoriums  Management  Com¬ 
mittee  originally  appointed  by  Order-in-Council  1958/57  on  December  23, 
1957. 


The  Committee  consists  of: 

Elborne  R.  Hughes,  Chairman,  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary

Nine  all-day  meetings  were  conducted  in  1960,  one  of  these  in 
Calgary.  In  addition  the  members  made  frequent  visits  to  the  buildings  and 
held  numerous  informal  discussions. 


OPERATIONS: 

It  is  believed  that  the  policies  developed  during  the  past  three  years 
of  management  have  successfully  guided  the  operation  of  the  Auditoriums  in 
»  manner  satisfactory  to  the  users  of  both  buildings.  Rental  rates  have  been 
maintained  at  a  level  in  keeping  with  the  ability  to  pay  of  the  renting  groups 
while  taking  into  consideration  the  nature  of  the  events  being  conducted. 

The  Committee  has  endeavoured  to  encourage  the  use  of  the  facilities 
by  as  large  a  number  of  people  as  possible  and  it  may  be  said  that  the  Audi¬ 
toriums  now  play  an  important  part  in  the  life  of  the  province. 

An  increase  was  recorded  in  the  combined  bank  deposits  made  by  the 
Auditoriums  during  1960  over  those  of  the  previous  year.  The  gain  shown 
by  the  Northern  Alberta  Jubilee  Auditorium  is  in  most  part  attributable  to  a 
few  commercial  events  which  may  not  be  repetitive  and  which  were  formerly 
held  in  the  Southern  Alberta  Jubilee  Auditorium. 

Future  prospects  appear  favourable  as  bookings  into  1962  are  coming 
regularly  and  indicate  a  continued  increase  in  activities  and  revenue.  Little 
change  has  occured  in  relation  to  the  transportation  problems  of  large  travel¬ 
ling  shows.  Last  year  "The  Music  Man'7  Company  were  able  to  include 
Calgary  in  their  itinerary  but  lacked  travelling  time  in  order  to  play  in  Ed¬ 
monton.  No  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  travelling  shows  is  expected 
until  more  Auditoriums  are  built  in  Western  Canada.

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THE  COMPANIES  BRANCH 


H^HERE  was  an  eight  per  cent  decrease  in  incorporations  of  companies  and 
-L  an  1  1  per  cent  decrease  in  registrations  of  extra  provincial  companies 
during  the  year  I960,  as  compared  with  the  year  1959.  There  was  also  a 
decrease  in  incorporations  and  registrations  of  companies  engaged  in  oil, 
gas  and  related  industries  as  compared  with  previous  years. 

At  December  31,  1960,  there  were  16,345  active  Alberta  companies 
and  3,160  active  foreign  or  extra  provincial  companies  on  the  register. 

As  a  result  of  the  ever-increasing  number  of  active  companies  on  the 
registers,  there  was  a  resultant  increase  in  the  number  of  certificates  issued 
providing  for  capital  changes  ,  such  as  the  changing  of  corporate  names, 
amending  objects,  etc. 

During  the  1960  calendar  year,  1,987  Alberta  companies,  with  author¬ 
ized  capital  amounting  to  approximately  $90,000,000  were  incorporated 
under  The  Companies  Act  and  264  foreign  companies,  using  capital  amount-

ARTS  AND  CRAFTS  DIVISION 


During  the  past  year,  courses  have  been  given  in  ceramics,  leatherwork, 
copperwork,  weaving  and  design  and  classes  for  1961  are  already  fully 
scheduled,  in  two-week  periods,  to  mid-year. 

The  government  has  continued  its  policy  of  supplying  communities 
with  craft  equipment  on  a  contract  basis.  During  the  past  year,  equipment 
for  weaving,  leatherwork,  pottery,  and  woodworking,  has  been  made  available 
in  eleven  communities,  to  a  value  of  $3,141.11. 


Craft  courses  last  year  were  given  in  22  communities  in  the  Province. 


A  unique  venture  this  year  was  the  first  of  what  is  hoped  will  be 
annual  travelling  art  exhibits.  Made  available  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
University  of  Alberta,  the  Calgary  School  of  Technology  and  Art,  and  the 
Calgary  Arts  Centre,  these  exhibits  are  shipped  to  participating  recreation 
centres,  libraries,  schools,  and  other  responsible  groups  at  no  cost  save  that 
of  express  charges  to  the  next  display  point. 


The  eighth  annual  Albertacraft  display  was  held  in  the  Jubilee  Audi¬ 
torium,  and  this  year's  presentation  was  of  an  international  nature  by  virtue 
of  the  sources  of  displays.  Exhibits  were  from  all  parts  of  Canada,  from 
France,  Germany,  U.S.A.,  Holland,  Japan,  Latvia,  Denmark  and  Sweden. 
Plans  for  a  greater  display  are  under  way  for  next  year.  Growth  of  the  show 
may  be  seen  by  the  comparison  of:

DRAMA  DIVISION 


DRAMA  GROUPS 

The  director  can  report  the  successful  formation  of  several  drama 
groups  throughout  Alberta  where  his  visits  and  advice  have  been  added  to  the 
enthusiasm  and  abilities  of  the  members.  Groups  were  formed  and  are  active 
at  Jasper,  High  Prairie,  Grande  Prairie,  Penhold,  Valleyview,  Tofield,  Stettler, 
Red  Deer,  Drumheller,  Cold  Lake,  Medicine  Hat,  Peace  River  and  Lethbridge. 

DRAMA  WORKSHOPS 

Several  one-  and  two-day  workshops  were  held  at  Alberta  points,  in¬ 
cluding  Grande  Prairie,  Rimbey,  and  Stettler.  Students  from  district  points 
attended  each  workshop,  to  the  limit  of  enrolment  permitting  effective  in¬ 
struction. 

DRAMA  SEMINAR 

This  six-day  seminar  was  held  at  the  Olds  School  of  Agriculture  and 
attracted  42  students  from  eleven  communities.  Capable  instructors  from 
Toronto  and  Saskatoon,  as  well  as  from  Alberta  points,  conducted  various 
aspects  of  the  course.  Graduates  are  putting  to  good  use  in  their  home  com¬ 
munities  skills  learned  at  the  seminar. 

JASPER  STORY 

The  drama  supervisor  produced  this  popular  and  unique  summer  tourist 
attraction  for  his  fifth  consecutive  year.  More  than  16,000  people  have 
enjoyed  the  presentation  during  its  long  run,  ten  nights  each  year,  which 
featured  the  talents  and  services  of  more  than  200  members  of  the  town 
of  Jasper. 

ADJUDICATIONS 

The  Drama  supervisor  adjudicated  the  week-long  high  school  drama 
festival  in  Saskatoon,  and  obtained  adjudicators  for  five  other  Alberta  drama 
festivals. 

ALBERTA  DRAMA  LEAGUE  FESTIVAL 

Only  three  plays,  not  representative  of  the  amount  of  drama  activity 
occurring  in  Alberta,  competed  in  the  League  festival  at  Medicine  Hat.  They 
were  most  capably  adjudicated. 

The  supervisor  attended  the  Dominion  Drama  Festival,  at  which 
Medicine  Hat  represented  Alberta.  The  Medicine  Hat  group  reported 
they  learned  nothing  from  the  festival  and  the  supervisor  suggests  the  festival 
has  outlived  its  usefulness. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  DRAMA  FESTIVAL 

The  supervisor  organized  exploratory  committees  to  assess  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  a  High  School  Drama  Festival  and  started  the  organization  work  on 
same  for  said  festival  to  take  place  in  the  spring  of  1961  in  the  Peace  River 
zone  and  the  Edmonton  South  zone.  The  response  has  been  more  than 
gratifying  and  it  is  expected  that  next  year  the  festival  will  be  operating  on 
a  province-wide  basis. 
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LIBRARIES  DIVISION 


The  past  year  has  seen  an  increase  in  work  of  this  Division  due  in  part 
to  the  fact  that  a  Supervisor  of  Libraries  was  on  staff  for  the  full  year,  and 
because  the  first  Library  Custodian's  Course  was  undertaken  and  completed. 
These  factors  added  to  the  increased  public  awareness  of  the  value  of  public 
library  service. 

BOARD  MEETINGS 

Four  meetings  of  the  Board  were  held  during  the  year  and  it  was  agreed 
to  recommend  an  increase  in  membership  from  four  to  six. 

GRANTS  TO  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 

During  the  year,  grants  were  disbursed  on  the  basis  of:  $21,547.40  to 
Regional  Libraries;  $53,124.65  to  14  Municipal  Libraries;  and  $25,017.04 
to  97  Community  Libraries.  Total  grants  were  $99,689.09. 

ALBERTA  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION 

The  Division  was  responsible  for  the  production  and  circulation  of  the 
"Alberta  Library  Association  Bulletin"  quarterly  to  a  mailing  list  of  425.  The 
division  assists  the  Association  with  a  grant  of  $500.00 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

Of  seven  applications  for  scholarships  in  librarianship  three  were 
awarded  to  a  total  of  $1,330.00. 

CORRESPONDENCE  COURSE 

The  first  correspondence  course  conducted  as  an  activity  of  this  Branch 
for  custodians  of  smaller  libraries  enjoyed  a  participation  of  20  persons  who 
also  attended  a  three-day  seminar  at  the  University  of  Alberta  as  part  of  the 
course.  A  second  class  of  20  are  enrolled  for  the  course  this  year. 

MUSIC  DIVISION 

An  active  year  in  many  types  of  musical  work  has  featured  this 
division's  responsibilities,  with  emphasis  on  band  encouragement.  During 
the  year,  the  director  has  visited  18  communities  to  encourage  band  develop¬ 
ment. 

BAND  CLINICS 

Six  band  clinics  were  held,  at  Wetaskiwin,  Vegreville,  Lethbridge,  Olds, 
Leduc,  and  Grande  Prairie.  Total  attendance  was  477.  Heavy  attendance, 
from  many  surrounding  communities,  was  noted  in  each  instance. 

A  band  festival  was  held  at  Lacombe,  attended  by  709  bandsmen 
from  18  points  throughout  Alberta. 

MAYTIME  IN  ALBERTA 

The  division  again  supported  the  Maytime  in  Alberta  tour  featuring 
the  University  Mixed  Chorus.  This  tour  is  almost  a  tradition  and  repeat  visits 
are  regularly  sought  by  Alberta  communities. 
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BAND  TOURS 


The  division  arranged  tours,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  General 
Officer  Commanding  Western  Command,  for  the  P.P.C.L.I.  and  the  Lord 
Strathcona  Horse  bands,  to  eight  Alberta  communities  already  possessing  a 
school  or  community  band. 

ADJUDICATION 

The  director  was  invited  to  adjudicate  at  a  number  of  festivals  but  was 
able  to  visit  only  Lethbridge. 


RECREATION  DIVISION 

A  great  portion  of  the  division's  time  was  spent  planning,  organizing 
and  conducting  leadership  training  courses.  The  courses  attracted  full  and 
part  time  recreation  leaders,  teachers  and  athletes. 


Leadership  Courses  Operated  January  to  December,  1960 

WORKSHOP  FOR  LOCAL  RECREATION  BOARDS,  Banff  School  of  Fine  Arts 

This  Workshop  was  designed  and  operated  to  assist  municipal 
recreation  boards  in  project  planning,  finance  and  general  administration  and 
organization.  With  the  many  new  boards,  made  up  of  volunteers,  there  is  a 
great  demand  for  workshops  of  this  nature.  Seventy-seven  attended  from 
43  communities. 

RECREATION  DIRECTORS'  SEMINAR,  Banff  School  of  Fine  Arts 

The  highlight  of  this  year's  seminar  was  the  graduation  of  six  successful 
candidates  who  completed  their  third  and  final  year.  The  seminar  for  first 
year  candidates  ran  for  two  weeks  and  one  week  each  for  second  and 
third  year  candidates.  Twenty-three  attended  from  12  communities. 

SWIMMING  POOL  OPERATORS'  COURSES 

Three  courses  for  pool  operators  were  again  held  in  this  year.  The 
courses  operated  in  Edmonton — 57  attended  from  12  communities;  Calgary — 
51  attended  from  11  communities;  Lethbridge— -37  attended  from  12 
communities. 

LEADERSHIP  COURSE  FOR  CAMP  COUNSELLORS,  Red  Deer  Composite  High  School 

The  steady  growth  and  development  of  various  camps  and  camp 
programs  necessitates  good  leadership  and  107  counsellors  from  15  com¬ 
munities  attended. 

PLAYGROUND  LEADERS  SHORT  COURSE,  Red  Deer  Composite  High  School 

This  year,  an  advanced  course  for  second  year  candidates  was  intro¬ 
duced.  The  attendance  indicated  that  many  smaller  communities  are  now 
developing  playground  programs.  Wetaskiwin  and  Red  Deer  were  the  only 
cities  represented  at  this  course.  Forty-eight  attended  from  20  communities. 

Branch  staff  assisted  at  local  playground  courses  at  Medicine  Hat  and 
Lethbridge  and  at  the  Playschool  Leaders'  Course  held  in  the  fall  in  Edmonton. 
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RECREATION  LEADERSHIP  SCHOOL,  Red  Deer  Composite  High  School 

The  23rd  annual  Recreation  Leadership  School  had  an  attendance  of 
159  from  70  communities.  Highlights  this  year  were  the  introduction  of  an 
advanced  craft  course  for  second  year  candidates  and  an  advanced  leather- 
work  course  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Muma  of  Toronto. 

ROYAL  LIFE  SAVING  SOCIETY  EXAMINERS'  COURSE,  P.E.  Building,  U.  of  A. 

This  was  the  first  clinic  of  this  nature  ever  held  in  the  province  and  was 
designed  to  assist  examiners  in  their  function  and  bring  their  examining  data 
up  to  date.  Twenty-nine  attended  from  eight  communities. 


TRACK  AND  FIELD  SCHOOL,  Red  Deer  Comp.  High  School  and  Penhold  Air  Force  Base 


A  very  interesting  departure  was  completed  in  the  holding  of  an  Alberta 
Olympic  Training  Plan  in  which  both  athletes  and  coaches  attended  both  joint 
and  separate  sessions  under  top  Alberta  instructors. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  R.C.A.F.,  Station  Penhold  for  their  co-operation 
in  the  use  of  their  splendid  facilities.  Eighty-eight  attended  from  26 
communities. 

VOLLEYBALL  COACHING  CLINIC,  Eilerslie 

The  first  volleyball  coaching  clinic  was  held  on  a  regional  basis  at  the 
new  Eilerslie  High  School.  Techniques,  rules  and  fundamentals  were  taught. 
Twenty  attended  from  five  communities. 

PROVINCIAL  BASKETBALL  COACHING  AND  OFFICIATING,  Drumheller. 

Two  clinics  were  operated  concurrently  and  this  was  the  first  course  of 
this  nature  in  which  official  examinations  were  written.  One  hundred  and 
forty-seven  attended  from  48  communities. 

Branch  staff  assisted  with  clinics  in  Medicine  Hat,  Olds,  Wainwright, 
Lethbridge  and  Taber  in  both  basketball  and  hockey.  These  clinics  were 
operated  by  local  recreation  departments. 

CONSULTIVE  SERVICES 

The  staff  has  enjoyed  a  steadily  increasing  demand  for  assistance  from 
Alberta  communities  in  planning  recreational  facilities  and  programs.  The 
southern  area  office  at  Lethbridge  contributed  materially  to  the  help  extended 
Alberta  communities. 
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FILM  AND  PHOTOGRAPHIC 

BRANCH 


HE  main  objectives  of  the  Film  and  Photographic  Branch  are  the  pro- 


-L  duction  of  still  and  motion  pictures  which  show  others  our  way  of  life, 
our  institutions  and  our  social  and  economic  development  and  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  these  to  as  many  interested  people  as  possible,  both  in  Canada  and 


abroad. 


To  attain  these  objectives  the  branch  employed  in  1960:  a  Director,  a 
Secretary,  one  Motion  Picture  Photographer,  two  Still  Photographers,  a  Dark¬ 
room  Technician,  a  Film  Librarian,  three  Artists,  and  a  Historical  Photo 
Custodian. 

BLACK  AND  WHITE  STILL  PHOTOS: 

Sixteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  four  black  and  white  enlargements 
were  produced  from  over  four  thousand  negatives.  Photographers  covered 
three  hundred  and  eighty-five  specific  assignments. 

These  photographs  have  been  used  in  all  forms  of  Alberta  Government 
publicity  such  as  "Within  Our  Borders";  Industrial  News  Letter;  Educational 
and  Agricultural  bulletins,  and  town  surveys.  Many  were  forwarded  to  local, 
national  and  foreign  newspapers  and  magazines.  Wherever  possible,  Alberta 
photographs  were  loaned  to  illustrate  articles  written  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  interest  or  giving  information  on  any  part  of  our  provincial  life. 

COLOUR  STILL  PHOTOS: 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-five  enlargements  were  hand  tinted  by  our 
staff,  and  framed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  These  were  used  for 
displays  or  for  decorating  the  walls  of  public  buildings  such  as  schools  and 
government  offices. 

Over  1,200  stills  were  taken  in  natural  colour,  almost  800  more  than 
the  previous  year.  A  number  were  used  for  government  calendars  and 
booklets.  Three  hundred  and  two  were  loaned  to  magazine  and  weekly 
and  free  lance  writers  to  illustrate  their  articles  on  tourist  and  industrial 
publicity  for  the  province. 

Printers  have  now  become  more  accustomed  to  colour  printing  and  the 
smaller  'IVa"  square  or  "one  twenty"  size  of  colour  is  becoming  more 
acceptable.  With  this  in  mind,  the  branch  photographers,  were  able  to  take 
many  more  colour  photos  with  the  result  that  duplicates  were  more  readily 
available  to  allow  double  use  of  a  particularly  good  photo. 
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COLOUR  SLIDES: 


The  growing  demand  for  this  size  becomes  evident  in  branch  figures 
for  the  year.  Altogether  some  fifteen  hundred  slides  were  taken.  These  were 
used  by  Tourist  Bureau  and  Travel  Agencies  which  have  installed  slide  viewers 
for  the  potential  visitor,  as  well  as  government  employees  in  the  promotion  of 
their  own  particular  branch  activity. 

The  ease  of  transporting  and  using  this  media  is  recognized  by  lecturers 
and  there  is  a  constant  demand  for  new  material,  particularly  from  abroad. 
Wherever  possible,  these  requests  are  being  filled. 

MOTION  PICTURE  PRODUCTION  (COLOUR): 

With  the  limited  trained  personnel  in  the  branch  available  for  this  type 
of  work  it  was  impossible  to  complete  all  requests  for  motion  picture  produc¬ 
tion. 


One  film  of  fifteen  minutes  duration  entitled  "Hunting  the  Foothills 
Flyway"  was  released  in  March.  The  film  covers  the  hunting  of  migratory 
and  game  birds  in  all  areas  of  the  province.  Following  its  acceptance  by  the 
Film  Evaluation  Committee  of  the  Federal  Tourist  Bureau,  seventy-five  prints 
were  ordered;  sixty  of  which  went  into  circulation  abroad. 

A  second  production,  "Clearing  Shadows"  was  filmed  at  the  Ponoka 
and  Oliver  Mental  Hospitals  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Health. 
The  25  minute  long  film  is  in  colour  and  has  many  sound  synchronized 
sections. 

The  third  film  to  be  photographed  required  the  branch  director  and 
motion  picture  photographer  to  travel  for  ten  days  on  horseback  along  the 
Eastern  Rockies  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ram  River.  The  film  will  deal  with  big 
game  hunting  along  the  timberline.  Some  twenty-seven  hundred  feet  of 
colour  were  taken,  and  this,  together  with  some  stock  footage,  should  make 
an  interesting  production  for  the  outdoors  man.  While  no  release  date  has 
been  set,  it  is  expected  that  the  film  will  be  completed  in  May. 

Some  filming  was  done  on  two  other  productions  scheduled  for  com¬ 
pletion  in  1961. 

Thirteen  hundred  feet  of  colour  shows  the  development  of  Alberta's 
newest  town  "Swan  Hills".  This  film  has  no  definite  completion  date  but 
will  be  taken  as  the  town  develops  and  will  be  finished  with  the  handing  over 
of  the  local  government  to  an  elected  council. 

Several  smaller  projects  have  been  undertaken  for  promotional  educa¬ 
tional  or  record  purposes: 

Branch  photographers  used  over  12,000  feet  of  colour  film  on  the 
above  mentioned  projects  during  the  year. 

MOTION  PICTURES  (BLACK  AND  WHITE): 

Important  happenings  on  the  Provincial  scene  were  covered  by  motion 
picture  for  the  benefit  of  all  Alberta  Television  Stations.  Thirty-nine  separate 
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releases  of  from  one  to  two  hundred  feet  each  were  distributed  to  each  of 
the  seven  Alberta  stations.  Processing  and  printing  of  this  material  was  done 
in  Alberta. 

For  the  first  time,  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
the  branch  was  able  to  issue  bimonthly  crop  reports.  These  also  were  dis¬ 
tributed  to  all  TV  Stations  and  covered  the  whole  province.  Along  with  the 
crop  conditions  of  the  week,  one  other  item  of  local  interest  to  farmers  was 
usually  included.  The  program  proved  quite  successful. 

One  promotional  feature  of  400  feet  was  photographed  for  the  Nursing 
Recruitment  Division.  The  film  will  be  cut  to  approximately  eight  minutes, 
showing  nurses  in  the  various  capacities  and  situations  in  which  they  are 
employed.  It  will  be  used  to  create  interest  in  joining  the  profession,  and  will 
be  shown  over  TV  and  at  school  career  days. 

Experiments  have  begun  with  TV  as  an  education  media  in  schools.  An 
experiment  was  carried  out  by  the  School  Broadcasts  branch  early  in  1960 
in  which  the  Photo  Branch  was  pleased  to  have  a  part.  Our  photographers 
took  seven  hundred  feet  of  black  and  white  film  on  power  distribution  in  the 
city.  This  was  used  in  a  science  series  and  proved  popular  with  those  schools 
concerned  in  the  experiment.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  film  is  now 
used  by  city  officials  to  introduce  apprentice  employees  to  the  power 
generating  and  distribution  system. 

Alberta  photographers  again  covered  the  Toronto  Royal  Agricultural 
Winter  Fair.  Television  news  reports  were  sent  daily  to  ail  stations  to  give 
our  farmers  some  idea  of  Alberta's  success  at  the  fair.  Reports  from  the 
stations  indicate  a  favorable  reaction  to  this  program  which  has  now  been 
undertaken  for  the  past  three  years. 

FILM  DISTRIBUTION: 


The  Provincial  Film  Library  presently  houses  some  twelve  hundred 
films  of  a  general  interest  nature.  These  are  owned  by  the  Departments  of 
the  Provincial  Secretary,  Agriculture,  Health  and  Lands  and  Forests.  During 
the  year  a  total  of  2,015  film  shipments  were  made  from  the  library;  over 
6,000  films  being  shipped  in  ail. 

Emphasis  was  placed  on  the  distribution  of  tourist  films,  in  the  United 
States.  Alberta  now  has  five  films  on  regular  theatre  circuits  and  television; 
distribution  is  made  through  a  co-operative  plan  with  the  Offices  of  the 
National  Film  Board  of  Canada  and  the  Dominion  Tourist  Bureau. 

One  new  title  was  added  to  the  list  in  1960  (Hunting  the  Foothills 
Flyway).  Sixty  prints  in  colour  were  made  available  by  this  branch  and 
another  twenty  in  black  and  white  for  television  were  purchased  by  the 
Dominion  Tourist  Bureau. 

This  Branch  now  has  some  200  prints  of  its  tourist  subjects  in  circula¬ 
tion  in  the  U.S.  Others  are  located  in  Britain  and  on  the  Continent. 


In  its  report  on  Canadian  film  distribution  in  the  U.S.  the  National 
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Film  Board  states  that  the  Alberta  area  had  3,083  general  screenings  during 
the  past  year  to  an  attendance  of  1  62,780  persons.  This  representation  comes 
from  938  prints  from  a  total  of  23  films  (Alberta  Government,  N.F.B.,  Trans¬ 
portation  Companies,  etc.).  The  number  of  screenings  and  total  attendance 
for  our  area  far  exceeds  that  of  any  other  area  in  Canada  and  should  prove 
valuable  in  the  promotion  of  tourist  travel  to  this  part  of  Canada. 

Television  continues  to  play  a  large  part  in  the  promotion  of  travel  by 
Americans  to  Canada.  There  were  95  telecasts  of  Alberta  Government  films 
in  the  U.S.  during  the  year,  bringing  our  grand  total  of  telecasts  in  that 
country  to  three  hundred  and  sixty-five. 


ART  SECTION 

Along  with  the  hand  tinting  and  captioning  of  all  of  our  colour  still 
photos,  the  following  assignments  were  completed: 

Thirty-five  displays  for  hotels,  conventions,  exhibitions  and  tourist 
bureaus  windows;  92  film  titles;  247  show  cards  and  pen  and  ink  signs;  234 
hand-lettered  certificates;  186  sketch  illustrations;  designed  and  illustrated 
29  brochures  and  booklets;  one  Alberta  Government  float  for  Class  B  fairs; 
display  cases,  floor  plans  and  displayed  artifacts  and  relics  in  the  Legislature, 
Fort  Macleod  and  Lac  Ste.  Anne  Old  Timers'  Museums. 


SCAN-A-GRAVER: 

Plastic  cuts  of  Alberta  Government  photos  were  made  for  ail  weekly 
newspapers  in  the  province.  These  were  prepared  in  various  sizes  up  to  four 
columns  in  width  at  the  request  of  the  Publications  Branch.  A  total  of  2,290 
cuts  were  made,  more  than  double  the  1959  total. 


ERNEST  BROWN  COLLECTION: 

Miss  Gladys  Reeves,  the  custodian  of  this  historical  collection  of 
photos,  worked  on  a  part-time  basis  on  the  collection  until  August  when  she 
left  for  New  Zealand  on  an  extended  holiday.  The  branch  staff  have  taken 
care  of  all  requests  in  Miss  Reeves'  absence. 

Prints  from  the  collection  have  been  used  in  a  number  of  historical 
articles  and  filmstrips  produced  by  the  National  Film  Board.  Our  own  educa¬ 
tional  directors  are  now  choosing  those  prints  which  will  be  useful  for  educa¬ 
tional  purposes  and  these  will  be  made  into  slides  for  presentation. 

Miss  Reeves  spent  much  of  her  time  in  lecturing  on  Edmonton's  early 
history  to  students  of  the  various  city  schools  and  is  to  be  commended  for  her 
efforts. 

MISCELLANEOUS: 

Once  again  we  have  been  pleased  to  work  with  provincial,  federal  and 
commercial  agencies  for  the  promotion  of  Alberta.  In  particular  we  should 
mention  our  pleasant  associations  with  the  National  Film  Board.  In  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Board  we  again  operated  the  Alberta  Theatres  at  the

Calgary  Stampede  and  Edmonton  Exhibition.  The  Calgary  Theatre  was 
completely  new,  having  been  designed  by  this  branch  and  built  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works.  This  theatre  in  particular  proved  most  popular. 

Pleasant  working  relations  with  the  various  commercial  news  and 
photo  agencies  were  maintained. 

Branch  equipment,  particularly  projectors  and  screens,  was  made  avail¬ 
able  to  various  departments  throughout  the  year.  These  equipment  loans 
totalled  146 — a  sharp  increase  over  previous  years. 

The  branch  screening  room  was  used  on  seventy-six  occasions  for  the 
purpose  of  previewing  films  of  particular  interest  to  other  departments. 
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FIRE  COMMISSIONER'S  OFFICE 


THE  Provincial  Fire  Commissioner,  in  carrying  out  his  duties  under  the  Fire 
Prevention  Act  and  the  Lightning  Rod  Act,  compiles  complete  fire  loss 
statistics  and  performs  fire  investigations  and  fire  inspections,  and  fire  fight¬ 
ing  instruction  services  and  in  general,  conducts  a  public  education  program 
of  fire  prevention  and  fire  protection  methods. 

FIRE  LOSSES 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  annual  monetary  fire  loss  in  1960  on  the 
basis  of  present  reports  and  estimates.  The  loss  of  life  by  fire  as  reported 
to  this  office  remains  comparable  with  1959,  41  deaths  being  reported  to 
date;  it  is  possible  that  this  figure  may  increase  slightly  when  complete  figures 
for  the  year  are  available.  According  to  present  reports  and  estimates 
received,  a  comparison  of  the  last  three  years  shows  as  follows:

These  inspections  are  in  addition  to  those  conducted  by  the  local  fire 
chiefs  in  various  towns  and  cities.  Additional  visits  totalling  655  were  made 
to  communities  in  connection  with  the  work  of  this  Office.  The  Inspectors 
have  continued  the  practice  of  encouraging  and  training  local  assistants  in 
the  conduct  of  their  own  inspection  work. 

Two  prosecutions  were  entered  under  Section  30  of  the  Fire  Prevention 
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Act  for  failing  to  comply  with  an  Order — two  convictions  were  recorded. 
There  were  two  appeals  from  Orders  dealt  with  by  the  Fire  Commissioner 
under  provisions  of  Section  23  and  24  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Act. 

FIRE  INVESTIGATIONS

FIRE  PREVENTION  EDUCATION 

By  means  of  lectures,  film  showings  and  demonstrations,  the  Fire 
Commissioner's  Office  fostered  fire  prevention  education  at  meetings  which 
were  arranged  with  local  municipal  groups.  A  number  of  new  films  were 
purchased  to  carry  out  these  educational  programs:

Fire  drills  in  schools,  hospitals,  theatres,  institutions,  dormitories  and 
other  buildings  totalled  215.  Demonstrations  of  first-aid  fire  fighting  equip¬ 
ment  totalled  71 . 

The  Fire  Commissioner  and  his  staff,  with  the  co-operation  of  local  fire 
departments,  directed  and  promoted  a  vigorous  Fire  Prevention  Week  cam¬ 
paign.  Special  recognition  has  been  awarded  Alberta  for  a  special  report  on 
provincial  fire  prevention  programs  and  for  the  participation  of  its  com¬ 
munities  in  fire  prevention  activities.  There  were  216  Fire  Prevention  Week 
reports  collected  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to  competition  headquarters 
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at  Boston,  Mass.  Three  Alberta  municipalities  received  high  awards  placing 
within  the  top  30  across  Canada,  nine  communities  won  awards  in  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Municipal  Division  by  population  class  ranking  and  31  different 
municipalities  will  receive  Certificates  of  Merit  for  outstanding  promotion 
of  Fire  Prevention  Week  educational  projects.  In  the  class  having  the  largest 
number  of  entries  across  Canada,  Alberta  received  first  and  third  awards  and 
three  Honourable  Mentions. 

FIRE  PROTECTION  INSTRUCTION  UNIT 

The  fire  protection  instruction  unit  was  employed  to  assist  fire  de¬ 
partment  organizations  in  municipalities  and  in  industry.  This  was  combined 
with  fire  prevention  work.  The  following  table  shows  the  special  work  of 
the  unit  and  the  other  instructors  employed  by  this  office:

PLAN  CHECKING 

A  total  of  615  plans  for  hotels,  hospitals,  schools,  and  other  assembly 
buildings  were  checked.  Recommendations  as  to  changes  to  guarantee  fire 
safety  were  initiated  and  followed  up  by  correspondence  from  this  office. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

Firemenship  competitions  were  held  in  Two  Hills,  Beaveriodge,  Grande 
Prairie,  Red  Deer,  Bowness,  Lethbridge  and  Coleman.  This  Department 
assisted  the  fire  departments  sponsoring  the  competitions  by  officiating  and 
presenting  competition  prizes. 

Acting  in  support  of  Provincial  Civil  Defence  (Emergency  Measures 
Organization),  the  Fire  Commissioner  attended  regular  civil  defence  meetings, 
participated  in  civil  defence  exercises  and  supervised  civil  defence  auxiliary 
firemen  training.  Lectures  were  given  at  civil  defence  schools.  Training 
with  the  use  of  civil  defence  fire  pumpers  was  supervised  by  this  office. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  was  host  to  the  Association  of  Canadian  Fire 
Marshals  at  their  annual  meeting  held  at  Banff,  Alberta,  in  July.  The  Fire 
Commissioner  attended  two  committee  meetings  of  the  Associate  Committee 
of  the  National  Building  Code.  The  Fire  Commissioner  attended  as  a  guest 
speaker  at  the  Dominion  Fire  Chiefs7  Convention  held  in  September  at 
Calgary,  Alberta. 
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Regional  Fire  Officers7  Training  Schools  were  continued  during  the  year. 
Five  schools  were  held,  one  at  Grande  Prairie,  one  at  the  Olds  Agricultural 
School  and  three  at  the  Vermilion  School  of  Agriculture.  A  total  of  99  fire 
officers  attended  these  schools  at  which  Part  I  and  I!  of  a  progressive  instruc¬ 
tion  course  were  given. 

Assistance  by  Inspectors  to  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  consisted 
of  conducting  25  investigations  resulting  in  four  prosecutions  under  The 
Alberta  Insurance  Act,  and  50  investigations  resulting  in  eight  prosecutions 
under  The  Real  Estate  Agents7  Licensing  Act. 


THE  LIGHTNING  ROD  ACT 


(Chapter  268,  Revised  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1942) 

No  new  companies  were  licenced  to  sell  and  install  lightning  rod 
materials  during  1960.  Licences  were  issued  to  45  agents  to  sell  and  install 
lightning  rod  materials.  There  were  nine  investigations  and  eight  special 
inspections  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
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FUEL  OIL  TAX  BRANCH 


THE  following  table  shows  the  total  sales  of  fuel  oils  of  all  types  to  con¬ 
sumers  in  Alberta  for  the  calendar  year  1960  with  comparable  figures 
for  the  years  1958  and  1959.  Sales  of  taxable  fuel  oils  (principally  for  high¬ 
way  use)  amounted  to  slightly  more  than  36%  of  the  total  sales  in  the  year 
1960.

The  collection  and  remission  of  the  tax  was  conducted  by  some  33 
Agents  of  the  Minister  who  have  been  authorized  to  act  in  this  capacity  on 
behalf  of  the  Department.  These  include  the  major  oil  companies  operating 
in  the  Province  and  fuel  tax  collectors  authorized  by  the  Department  to  collect 
the  tax  on  the  fuel  oil  imported  into  Alberta  from  the  United  States  of 
America.  These  collectors  are  also  impowered  to  colour  fuel  oil  for  tax 
exempt  purposes  imported  by  agricultural  and  industrial  users. 

Total  fuel  oil  imported  into  the  Province  from  the  United  States  of 
America  through  the  five  ports  of  entry  amounted  to  3,954,012  gallons  for 
the  year  I960,  a  decrease  of  452,784  gallons  from  that  of  the  previous 
corresponding  period. 

Convictions  under  the  Fuel  Oil  Tax  Act  during  the  calendar  year  of  1 960 
totalled  2,064  including  eight  persons  who  elected  to  take  a  gaol  term  in 
lieu  of  fine.  Total  fines  imposed  amounted  to  $58,194.00  and  total  costs 
amounted  to  $5,026.65.  The  number  of  convictions  represented  an  increase 
of  584  over  that  of  the  previous  year.

THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  INSURANCE 


HE  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  charged  with  the  respon- 


J-  sibility  of  regulating,  taxing  and  supervising  insurance  business  in  the 
province  as  provided  by  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  and  The  Insurance 
Corporations  Tax  Act.  The  total  fees  and  taxes  collected  from  insurance 
companies  in  1960  under  both  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  and  The  Insurance 
Corporations  Tax  Act  amounted  to  $2,267,380.51. 

The  Real  Estate  Agents7  Licensing  Act  is  also  administered  by  this 

office. 

THE  ALBERTA  INSURANCE  ACT 

The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  requires  all  insurance  companies,  insurance 
agents  and  insurance  adjusters  to  be  licenced.  Operations  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent's  office  are  planned  to  work  co-operatively  with  the  various  other 
provinces  of  Canada  to  maintain  uniformity  in  the  enactment  and  the 
administration  of  insurance  laws  in  all  of  the  common  law  provinces  of 
Canada. 

Insurance  premiums  of  all  classes  written  in  1959  increased  to 
$114,886,862.00  from  $  1 07,522,477.00  in  1958,  an  increase  of  6.85%. 
Total  life  premiums,  excluding  fraternal,  increased  in  1959  to  $53,401,150.00 
from  $49,430,495.00  in  1958,  an  increase  of  8.03%.  The  class  of  insurance 
showing  the  greatest  percentage  increase  was  theft  at  33.80%.  The  greatest 
percentage  decline  is  shown  in  accident  insurance  at  10.55%. 

Statistics  reflecting  some  of  the  functions  of  the  branch  under  this  Act 
and  the  operations  of  the  industry  follow  as  Appendix  "A" . 

THE  REAL  ESTATE  AGENTS'  LICENSING  ACT 

Qualification  by  examination  under  regulation  25/59  is  carried  out  on 
all  new  applicants  under  this  Act. 

Approximately  14%  of  the  total  number  of  applicants  for  new  licences 
either  failed  to  pass  the  test  or  failed  to  write.

THE  INSURANCE  CORPORATIONS  TAX  ACT 

Under  this  Act  insurers  licenced  in  Alberta,  excepting  fraternal 
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societies,  are  assessed  a  tax  of  2%  of  their  gross  premiums  receivable, 
excluding  marine  insurance  and  less  dividends,  return  premiums  and  reinsur¬ 
ance  ceded  to  companies  licenced  in  Alberta.  The  tax  is  collected  annually. 


For  the  calendar  year  1960  the  tax  collected  was  $2,054,966.51,  an 
increase  of  $155,634.71  or  8.19%  over  the  collections  for  the  12  month 
period  ending  December  31st,  1959.  This  tax  is  payable  by  the  15th  of 
March  of  each  year.

PREMIUMS  WRITTEN 

To  the  355  Insurers  licenced  in  Alberta  in  1959,  Albertans  paid 
$114,886,862.00  in  insurance  premiums.  This  figure,  compiled  from  the 
Annual  Statements  filed  by  the  companies,  represents  an  increase  over  the 
1958  volume  of  business  of  nearly  7%.  Based  on  the  June  1st,  1959, 
estimated  Alberta  population  of  1,247,000,  the  per  capita  insurance  premium 
in  Alberta  in  1959  was  $92.13,  an  increase  of  $2.63  over  the  previous  year.

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ADVERTISING  BRANCH 


THE  Advertising  Branch  of  this  Department  forms  part  of  the  Publicity 
Bureau  and  is  responsible  for  advertising  for  all  departments  of  the 
Government. 

ADVERTISING 

The  major  responsibility  of  the  Branch  is  the  planning,  preparation 
and  administration  of  advertising.  All  media,  including  radio,  television, 
weekly  and  daily  newspapers,  trade  publications,  consumer  magazines,  farm 
papers,  posters,  bulletins,  floats,  displays,  exhibits  and  direct  mail  were  used. 

A  general  publicity  series  of  advertisements  were  approved  by  the 
Advertising  and  Publications  Committee  this  year  and  were  scheduled  in  local, 
national  and  international  newspapers  and  trade  and  business  publications. 
The  advertisements  were  designed  to  report  on  progress  in  the  Province  of 
Alberta  to  keep  people  informed  and  to  keep  the  name  of  Alberta  before  the 
public.  The  ads  were  considered  also  to  be  of  assistance  in  attracting  new 
industry  to  the  Province. 

The  Industrial  Development  Branch  was  assisted  with  a  schedule  of 
advertisements  carried  in  a  selected  group  of  Canadian  financial  papers  and 
American  trade  and  business  publications  directed  to  business  leaders  and 
industrialists. 

The  Travel  Bureau  scheduled  a  special  advertising  program  in  Canadian 
and  American  publications.  Adopting  a  special  theme,  "Visit  Alaska,  U.S.A. 
—See  Alberta  On  the  Way",  two  advertisements  were  responsible  for  54,638 
enquiries  for  literature  on  the  holiday  attractions  of  the  Province,  an  increase 
of  over  9,000  from  the  previous  year. 

Classified  and  display  advertising  amounted  to  343,209  lines  of  adver¬ 
tising,  an  equivalent  of  24,517  inches  of  space.  Legal  advertising  required 
178,169  lines  or  12,726  inches  of  advertising  space. 

EXHIBITS  AND  DISPLAYS 

Twenty-four  displays  were  completed  during  1960  for  display  cases  on 
the  main  floor  of  the  Legislative  Building.  From  ideas  originating  in  the 
Advertising  Branch  the  displays  were  prepared  by  staff  artists  of  the  Film 
and  Photographic  Branch. 
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The  Advertising  and  Publications  Committee  approved  the  building  of 
another  all-weather  float  for  use  in  Class  " B "  and  "C"  fairs  and  exhibitions 
in  Alberta.  Special  transportation  arrangements  were  completed  to  haul  the 
float  from  point  to  point  by  a  driver  who  was  also  to  handle  the  renovation  and 
repair  of  rustic  signs  which  were  accessible  while  meeting  Alberta  Float  com¬ 
mitments.  A  total  of  51  requests  for  parade  appearances  were  received 
and  an  itinerary  of  over  5,000  miles  covering  24  of  these  was  drawn  up. 
It  was  impossible  to  meet  the  other  27  requests  because  of  duplicate  dates 
and  excessive  distances  between  engagements. 

The  Royal  Winter  Fair,  in  Toronto,  was  again  the  site  of  the  major 
display  effort  by  the  Department. 

Displays  were  completed  at  Fort  Macleod  Travel  Bureau  and  the  adver¬ 
tising  staff  and  artists  from  the  Film  and  Photographic  Branch  assisted  the 
town  of  Fort  Macleod  in  the  continuing  development  of  the  North  West 
Mounted  Police  Museum. 


ROAD  SIGNS — Historic  and  Industrial 

Seven  new  industrial  signs  were  completed  and  erected  on  suitable 
sites  during  1960.  There  are  now  35  industrial  signs.  Historical  signs 
total  36.  Located  as  they  are  throughout  the  entire  province  they  provide 
an  extensive  record  of  Alberta's  history. 

HISTORIC  SITES  MARKERS 

Despite  all  efforts  to  duplicate  the  1959  total  of  20  concrete  markers, 
the  branch  was  able  to  set  up  only  nine  markers.  They  were  of  major  import¬ 
ance,  however,  and  unveiling  ceremonies  at  the  McDougall  Cairn  Site, 
Athabasca  Landing  and  Hay  Lakes  Telegraph  Station  Sites  were  well  attended 
events. 

The  Historical  Advisory  Committee  met  in  November  and  was  able  to 
review  the  1  960  program  and  give  consideration  to  suggestions  for  1961. 

The  director  attended  a  special  meeting  in  Toronto  in  October.  Eight 
provinces  were  represented  in  a  special  conference  on  the  Development  of 
Canada's  Historical  Resources.  The  meeting  was  successful  in  its  efforts  to 
establish  provincial  liaison  and  certainly  the  various  provincial  programs  as 
presented  were  interesting  and  informative 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  branch  took  on  new  responsibilities  during  the  year  and  is  now 
responsible  for  the  collecting  of  provincial  government  records  for  Archival 
purposes.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  build  up  a  good  reference  file  for 
future  reference  and  for  the  guidance  of  a  future  Provincial  Archivist. 

New  Canadian  citizens  were  recipients  of  Alberta  literrture  during 
1960.  Names  were  received  from  the  Citizenship  Office  in  Edmonton  and 
735  packages  were  mailed  to  new  citizens. 

The  14th  annual  International  Collegiate  Ski  Meet  was  held  in  Banff, 
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February  5th,  6th  and  7th.  Nine  universities  and  colleges  were  represented 
in  this  four-way  skiing  competition  which  is  a  publicity  and  promotional 
project  of  the  Department.  The  director  is  chairman  of  this  meet  and  the 
University  of  Alberta,  host. 

The  director  serves  on  the  following  committees: 

The  Advertising  and  Publication  Committee 

The  Buy  Alberta  Committee 

The  Historical  Advisory  Committee 

The  Calgary  Olympic  Development  Association. 

The  director  was  present  at  the  Olympic  Winter  Games  in  Squaw 
Valley  as  an  observer  for  the  Province  of  Alberta.  The  report  prepared  will 
be  used  to  assist  in  the  decision  to  make  a  Banff  bid  for  the  1968  Olympic 
Winter  Games. 
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PUBLICATIONS  BRANCH 


HE  services  of  the  Publications  Branch  have  been  available  to  all  depart- 


J-  ments  of  the  government  during  the  past  year.  Not  only  has  the  staff 
been  active  in  preparing  many  publications  of  promotional  or  informative 
nature,  but  they  have  been  engaged  in  publicizing  in  the  most  effective 
manner  the  services  of  various  departments  within  the  government. 

The  Publications  Branch  is  responsible  for: 

1.  The  preparation  and  distribution  of  news  realeases  on  government 
affairs  to  all  media: 

2.  The  design,  editing  and  publication  of  special  publicity  and  pro¬ 
motional  material: 

3.  Providing  assistance  to  news  and  feature  media  and  individual 
writers  as  they  develop  their  stories  about  Alberta: 

4.  The  operation  and  administration  of  the  Clipping  Service,  for  the 
benefit  of  all  departments  of  the  government. 

REGULAR  PUBLICATIONS 

The  Publications  Branch  publishes  monthly  the  government  publica¬ 
tion  "Within  Our  Borders"  distributed  without  charge  to  35,500  readers 
within  and  without  Alberta.  "Within  Our  Borders"  is  designed  to  keep 
readers  informed  of  the  services  of  their  government. 

Every  two  months,  the  Publications  Branch  publishes  the  "Industrial 
Newsletter"  on  behalf  of  the  Industrial  Development  Branch  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Industry  and  Development.  This  eight-page  paper  describes  indus¬ 
tries,  industrial  opportunities  and  government  assistance  to  business  within 
the  province  to  a  readership  of  some  17,000  in  Canada  and  in  foreign  nations. 

"Leisure",  a  magazine  emphasizing  the  cultural  life  of  the  province, 
is  edited  and  published  for  the  Cultural  Activities  Branch  of  the  Department 
every  two  months  by  the  Publications  Branch.  This  quality  publication  details 
procedures,  information  and  ide.a  on  arts  and  crafts,  drama,  music,  recreation 
and  libraries. 

A  monthly  bulletin  "Recreation  News",  is  also  published  for  the 
Recreation  Division  of  the  Cultural  Activities  Branch  to  keep  leaders  in 
recreation  in  Alberta  informed  of  courses  and  opportunity  for  improved 
recreation  activities. 
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Every  month,  the  Publications  Branch  prepares  and  distributes  a 
bulletin  for  the  Alberta  Tourist  Association,  publicizing  the  province's  tourist 
attractions  and  keeping  those  in  the  tourist  business  informed  of  current 
events  and  opportunities. 

The  Publications  Branch  reviews  and  edits  other  publications  for  other 
branches  as  required. 

NEWS  RELEASES 

The  Publications  Branch  prepares  and  distributes  news  releases  to 
newspapers,  radio,  television  and  the  periodic  press  for  all  departments  of 
the  government.  These  are  prepared  either  at  the  request  of  the  department 
concerned,  or  at  the  suggestion  of  this  branch.  In  1960,  332  releases  were 
distributed,  made  up  of  152  special  features  and  180  general  news  stories. 

By  restricting  releases  to  those  items  which  are  of  valid  news  value, 
a  very  high  rate  of  use  is  reported  from  all  media.  Wherever  possible,  news 
items  are  accompanied  by  either  pictures  or  plastic  engravings.  Releases 
included  998  pictures  and  1,791  engravings.  In  some  instances,  mats  were 
distributed  in  place  of  either  pictures  or  engravings.  Publicizing  the  Master 
Farm  Family  awards  called  for  use  of  mats,  of  which  155  were  distributed. 
The  Royal  Winter  Fair  coverage  called  for  25  releases,  80  engravings  and 
83  pictures. 

Many  special  writings  are  undertaken  by  the  Branch  for  specific  publi¬ 
cations  for  special  purposes.  These  include  such  material  as  economic 
round-ups;  travel  specials  and  others.  During  the  past  year,  the  Branch 
met  many  such  special  item  requests. 

SPECIAL  PUBLICATIONS 

The  Publications  Branch  has  a  continuing  program  of  preparation  of 
publications  for  other  departments  including  such  items  this  past  year  as: 
auditorium  brochures;  medical  technicians  brochure  for  the  University 
Hospital;  nurse  recruitment  brochures  for  the  Department  of  Health;  Our 
Provincial  Government  for  the  Department  of  Education,  the  Government 
Services  Guide,  and  others. 

Publications  for  this  deparment  included  such  items  as  the  Accommo¬ 
dation  Booklet;  Alberta  at  a  Glance;  Afbertacraft  Booklet;  Colorful  Alberta; 
Historic  Sites  Booklet;  Alberta  Road  Map;  tourist  information  folder;  May¬ 
time;  menu  covers;  Points  of  Interest;  Vacations  Unlimited  posters;  Family 
Vacationland  color  book;  Through  the  Years,  and  others. 

The  branch  is  responsible  for  such  continuing  programs  as  the  printing 
of  the  economic  surveys  of  Alberta  communities  for  the  Department  of 
Industry  and  Development. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  Publications  Branch  provides  many  other  services.  The  director  of 
the  Branch  co-ordinates  press  conferences  for  other  departments;  distributes 
publicity  for  special  events  such  as  Fire  Prevention  Week;  advises  and  acts 
on  publicity  for  campaigns  such  as  the  Buy  Alberta  campaign;  assists  the 
University  of  Alberta  in  publicity  campaigns;  works  with  the  Alberta  Safety 
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Council,  in  publicity  measures  effecting  the  government.  Staff  members 
generally  are  available  to  undertake  all  publicity  and  promotional  efforts  to 
assist  in  the  publicizing  of  the  province  and  the  government  services  therein. 

The  Director  serves  on  two  continuing  committees,  the  "Advertising 
Advisory  Committee"  and  the  "Buy  Alberta  Committee." 

The  branch  maintains  a  biographical  file  of  all  government  ministers 
and  many  senior  government  officials  for  prompt  service  to  press  and  public. 

The  branch  answers  many  enquiries  from  the  public  on  matters  con¬ 
cerning  the  government. 

The  branch  prepares  regularly  material  for  such  specialized  publica¬ 
tions  as  the  Encyclopedia  Americana,  the  Canada  Year  Book,  and  others. 

The  branch  prepares  many  speeches,  messages  and  radio  scripts  for 
government  ministers.  Last  year,  37  such  speeches  and  messages  were 
prepared. 

CLIPPING  SERVICE 

A  staff  of  two  examines  hundreds  of  publications  and  periodicals 
published  within  and  without  the  province,  clipping  therefrom  material  of 
interest  to  the  government.  Last  year,  almost  38,000  items  were  clipped, 
classified,  distributed  for  inspection  and  filed  for  subsequent  reference. 
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PUBLIC  RELATIONS  OFFICER 


RESPONSIBILITIES  involved  in  co-ordinating  various  phases  of  the  Recrea¬ 
tional  Grant  Program  of  the  Government's  Five-Year-Pian  materially 
increased  the  duties  of  the  Public  Relations  Office  this  year. 

During  the  year  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  conventions  and 
meetings  in  which  the  government  had  an  interest  required  the  services  of 
the  Public  Relations  Director  to  an  increased  degree. 

The  Public  Relations  Director  assisted  in  extending  hospitality  and 
co-ordinating  arrangements  for  prominent  visitors  to  Alberta.  Governor 
General  Vanier  and  Mrs.  Vanier  were  among  those  visitors. 

The  Public  Relations  Office  distributed  information  concerning  the 
province  and  the  various  government  services  upon  request.  The  government 
information  telephone  service  attached  to  this  office  continues  its  important 
and  effective  duties. 

The  Director  of  Public  Relations  maintains  a  close  liaison  with  members 
of  the  press  and  particularly  the  press  gallery  by  means  of  a  writer  attached 
to  the  Public  Relations  Office. 

During  the  past  year,  Alberta  was  visited  by  the  Japanese  Olympic 
Hockey  Team,  touring  Russian  Hockey  Team,  the  Hearts  of  Midlothian 
Scottish  Professional  Football  Team,  participants  in  the  Lawn  Bowling  Cham¬ 
pionships  and  participants  in  the  Dominion  Five-Pin  Bowling  Championships 
and  it  was  the  responsibility  of  the  Director  of  Public  Relations  to  arrange  for 
and  participate  in  government  recognition  of  the  visits  of  these  athletic 
groups. 

Alberta  was  represented  in  national  athletic  events  by  the  Alberta 
Ladies'  Golf  Team,  the  Alberta  Ladies'  Curling  Champions,  the  Alberta  repre¬ 
sentatives  in  the  Dominion  Lawn  Bowling  Championships,  the  Alberta  Mac¬ 
donald  Brier  representatives  and  the  Alberta  High  School  Curling  Champions 
and  the  Director  of  Public  Relations  was  responsible  for  the  preparation  of 
crests  and  presentation  arrangements  of  such  crests  for  these  provincial 
athletic  representatives. 

The  Public  Relations  Director  is  a  member  of  the  Government  Advisory 
Committee  on  Advertising  and  Publications,  the  Tourist  Facility  Signs  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Recreation  Facilities  Grant  Committee. 
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SOUTHERN  AREA  OFFICE 


FUNCTIONS  (GENERAL) 

1.  To  assist  in  the  implementation  of  Departmental  policy  in  all 
matters  affecting  the  southern  half  of  the  Province. 

2.  To  carry  out  surveys  and  gather  information  as  required  by  the 
Branches  from  the  southern  area. 

3.  To  act  as  contact  point  and  Departmental  representative  in  Southern 
Alberta. 

4.  To  co-operate  with  and  assist  any  Government  agency  in  carrying 
on  service  to  the  public. 

During  the  year,  the  office  handled  3,014  enquiries  concerning  em¬ 
ployment,  public  relations,  technical  information  service,  Alberta  Tourist 
Association,  the  Glenbow  Foundation,  photographic  enquiries,  and  other  mis¬ 
cellaneous  enquiries. 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  TRAVEL  LITERATURE 

Our  distribution  covers  agencies  in  all  important  cities  and  towns  in 
Canada,  the  United  States,  and  agencies  in  other  countries.  526,708  pieces 
of  literature  were  distributed  through  the  Southern  Area  Office  during  1960. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS: 

The  Southern  Area  Supervisor  Mr.  H.  A.  Webster  attended  the  Travel 
Show  at  Minneapolis  from  April  1  to  April  10  inclusive.  He  also  made 
several  short  tours  of  the  Tourist  Teletype  Accommodation  Service  Offices  of 
the  Alberta  Tourist  Association  to  give  advice  and  assistance  to  this  organiza¬ 
tion  as  required. 
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ALBERTA  TRAVEL  BUREAU 


WHILE  registrations  at  national  park  gates  continued  to  increase  in  com¬ 
parison  with  former  years  and  the  trend  toward  camping  continued  to 
grow,  the  outstanding  feature  in  Alberta's  tourist  industry  during  1960  was 
the  intensification  of  interest  in  the  industry  on  the  local  or  community  level. 

The  North  West  Territories  Tourist  Association  was  organized  in 
Yellowknife  during  January  to  develop  traffic  northward  through  Alberta. 
Chambers  of  Commerce  in  the  Peace  River  region  organized  the  Lesser  Slave  - 
Peace  District  Tourist  Association.  Meanwhile  local  groups  in  southern 
Alberta  organized  the  "Roamin'  Empire".  The  central  Alberta  Chambers 
of  Commerce  joined  with  the  Parkland  Tourist  Association  in  the  largest 
caravan  ever  to  travel  over  the  proposed  David  Thompson  Highway.  The 
City  of  Drumheller  continued  its  publicity  for  its  new  museum  and  the  bad¬ 
lands,  and  Brooks  publicized  the  provincial  park  near  Steveville. 

The  Canadian  Rockies  Tourist  Association  had  another  successful  year 
and  planned  to  expand  operations  under  the  new  name  of  The  Alberta  Tourist 
Association.  Master  chefs  in  Calgary  and  Edmonton  organized  to  improve 
catering  services.  Mr.  Hugh  Craig  of  Fort  Macleod  was  elected  president 
of  the  Canadian  Restaurant  Association. 

The  result  of  these  activities  was  that,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
tourist  industry  in  Alberta  had  become  more  thoroughly  organized  than  ever 
before  along  democratic  lines  that  brought  all  interested  parties  including 
the  Hotel  Association,  the  Alberta  Motor  Association,  the  Motor  Courts  and 
Resorts  Association,  the  Calgary  Tourist  and  Convention  Association,  and  the 
Association  of  Alberta  Outfitters  together  to  further  the  development  of  the 
tourist  industry  in  this  province. 

TOURIST  STATISTICS 

The  only  firm  basis  upon  which  the  trend  of  the  volume  of  Alberta's 
tourist  industry  can  be  shown  is  the  count  of  cars  and  passengers  at  national 
park  gates.  The  value  can  be  based  only  on  confidential  reports  received 
from  resort,  motel,  hotel  and  other  accommodation  operators  and  from  retail 
merchants.  Reports  from  the  national  park  superintendents  at  Banff,  Jasper, 
Kootenay,  Waterton  and  Yoho  show  that,  during  the  calendar  year  1960,  a 
total  of  2,238,320  persons  registered  at  their  gates  as  compared  with 
2,093,403  persons  during  the  calendar  year  1959.  Of  this  grand  total 
259,346  persons  were  from  the  United  States  and  other  foreign  countries 
during  1960  as  compared  with  248,027  persons  in  1959.  For  the  first 
time,  registration  at  the  Banff  east  gate  exceeded  one  million. 
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Reports  received  to  February,  1961,  show  that,  to  the  end  of  October, 
1960,  a  total  of  32,155  foreign  cars  had  entered  Alberta  at  customs  points 
on  the  Montana  border.  Many  cars  en  route  to  Alberta  enter  Canada  at 
points  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  British  Columbia,  and  more  particularly 
at  Kingsgate  and  Rooseville.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  total  number 
of  entries  from  Montana  to  Alberta  in  1960  exceeded  the  total  of  15,637 
for  Saskatchewan  and  30,814  for  Manitoba. 

Confidential  reports  indicate  that  per  capita  spending  in  Alberta's  retail 
outlets  decreased,  but  they  also  show  that  more  visitors  stayed  for  a  longer 
period  and  therefore  spent  more  on  accommodation  and  food.  The  average 
stay  in  Alberta  was  about  six  days,  and  although  larger  numbers  of  visitors 
used  campgrounds,  the  average  expenditure  per  person  per  day  was  about 
$5.00  or  for  the  whole  stay  about  $30.00.  If  these  reports  are  reasonably 
correct  it  will  be  clear  that,  taking  into  consideration  only  the  visitors  who 
registered  at  national  park  gates  in  the  Canadian  Rockies,  visitors  spent  in 
excess  of  $67,000,000.00  during  1960.  More  complete  information  avail¬ 
able  in  1960  indicated  that  during  1959  visitors  spent  about  $66,950,000.00 
in  this  province.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  available  statistics  do  not  include 
persons  who  came  to  Alberta  by  rail,  air  or  bus  during  1960,  and  that  there 
were  thousands  of  visitors  who  came  to  Alberta  over  the  Saskatchewan  border 
who  did  not  get  into  the  count  at  any  of  the  national  park  gates,  it  would  be 
most  conservative  indeed  to  estimate  that  vacationers  (including  local  people) 
spent  more  than  $70,000,000.00  in  this  province  in  1960. 

ACCOMMODATION 

According  to  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board,  Alberta  has  424  hotels 
licenced  to  sell  beer,  and  there  are  62  dining  lounges  of  which  46  have 
lounges  apart  from  the  dining  rooms,  and  18  of  the  dining  lounges  hold 
entertainment  licences. 

During  1960  thirteen  new  motels  were  built,  bringing  the  total  to  287 
with  3,591  rental  units.  During  1960  investment  for  additional  units  to 
existing  motels  totalled  $514,000.00  and  investment  in  new  motels  totalled 
$812,000.00,  which  brought  the  total  capital  investment  in  1960  to 
approximately  $24,000,000.00.  Television  sets,  either  established  in  units  or 
available  on  request  totalled  1,554,  and  1,109  rental  units  had  direct 
telephone  connections.  Kitchen  facilities  were  available  in  2,038  rental 
units,  and  2,851  rental  units  had  complete  modern  bathroom  facilities.  The 
classification  report  showed  that  there  were  1,954  4*  units,  732  3*  units, 
243  2*  units  and  300  1*  units  and  358  0*  units.  Units  below  the  2*  classi¬ 
fication  are  not  recommended  for  the  use  of  tourists. 

The  Department  of  Highways  reports  that  in  1960,  171  roadside 
campsites  were  in  operation.  The  provincial  Parks  Board  reported  that  28 
provincial  parks  were  equipped  with  campsites  and  there  were  70  campsites 
in  the  forest  reserve  areas,  and  39  in  the  national  parks,  bringing  the 
number  of  campsites  in  Alberta  to  308.  All  were  well  occupied  from  about 
mid-June  until  after  Labour  Day,  and  almost  without  exception,  were  filled 
to  capacity  on  week-ends. 

INFORMATION  BUREAUS 

As  in  former  years  the  Travel  Bureau  maintained  the  Information 
Bureau  at  Fort  Macleod  with  Mr.  W.  H.  Thomson  in  charge.  This  bureau 
was  open  to  the  public  from  early  in  March  until  about  December  1st  but 
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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomson  are  kept  in  permanent  residence  there.  Registrations 
in  1960  totalled  34,704.  During  the  summer  season  the  Canadian  Rockies 
Tourist  Association  employed  extra  staff  to  take  care  of  the  teletype  reser¬ 
vation  service  to  Waterton,  St.  Mary's,  Banff  and  Jasper,  Edmonton  and 
Calgary.  To  accommodate  hunting  parties  Mr.  Thomson  has  ofen  kept  the 
bureau  open  until  midnight.  He  also  established  connections  throughout 
southern  Alberta  with  farmers  and  others  who  were  prepared  to  assist  visiting 
hunters.  This  kind  of  courteous  service  is  very  much  appreciated  by  sports¬ 
men  as  well  as  by  farmers  and  ranchers  throughout  southern  Alberta. 

The  travel  Bureau  also  maintained  a  mobile  information  office  at  Deep 
Creek  on  Highway  95  in  Idaho.  Registrations  there,  and  at  Lloydminster 
summer  information  office  totalled  12,340  during  1960.  The  latter  was 
operated  in  co-operation  with  the  Saskatchewan  Travel  Bureau. 

LITERATURE 

A  total  of  949,818  pieces  of  literature  was  distributed  in  1960  as  com¬ 
pared  with  867,578  pieces  in  1959.  This  included  168,000  official  road 
maps,  25,000  ABC  maps,  134,000  accommodation  booklets,  153,150  illus¬ 
trated  booklets,  201,000  coupon  folders  and  27,400  Legislative  tour  booklets. 
In  addition  26,540  other  publications  including  fishing  and  hunting  regula¬ 
tions,  road  work  reports,  various  types  of  other  special  literature  including 
promotional  folders  of  the  Calgary  Stampede,  the  Edmonton  Exhibition, 
district  rodeos,  Banff  Indian  Days,  Banff  School  of  Fine  Arts,  and  material 
produced  by  Chambers  of  Commerce,  the  Motor  Courts  and  Resorts  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  Beach  Association,  licenced  outfitters  and  others  were  sent  out. 
Included  in  the  total  also  were  526,708  pieces  of  literature  shipped  in  bulk 
from  the  distribution  centre  in  Calgary  to  information  bureaus,  travel 
agencies,  motor  associations  and  Chambers  of  Commerce  offices  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada. 

ADVERTISING 

As  in  previous  years  the  Travel  Bureau  continued  its  advertising  pro¬ 
gram  to  encourage  visitors  to  come  from  other  parts  of  the  continent  to 
Alberta.  Purchase  of  space  was  limited  to  magazines  with  national  or  inter¬ 
national  circulation  and  a  few  newspapers.  All  Alberta  radio  and  daily  news¬ 
papers  and  a  selected  number  of  weeklies  were  used  in  the  annual  Tourist 
Courtesy  Campaign. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Travel  Bureaus  of  Saskatchewan  and  British 
Columbia,  a  full  page  advertisement  was  used  in  Maclean's  Magazine  as  an 
experiment  and  the  test  proved  so  effective  in  bringing  enquiries  from  pros¬ 
pective  tourists,  especially  in  eastern  Canada,  that,  it  is  expected,  the  same 
procedure  will  be  followed  in  1961. 

In  addition  to  advertising  space,  large  posters  in  four  colours,  were 
distributed  principally  through  travel  agencies,  air  line,  railway  and  bus  line 
offices  throughout  the  western  world  and  they  proved  so  effective  that  another 
set  of  posters  will  be  used  in  1961.  The  set  used  in  1960  consisted  of  six 
pictures  in  four  colors,  one  picture  to  a  poster. 

The  Travel  Bureau  had  displays  in  sports  shows  and  travel  shows  at 
Minneapolis  and  San  Francisco,  and  also  at  the  Royal  Winter  Fair  in  Toronto, 
the  latter  display  having  been  operated  in  co-operation  with  the  Department 
of  Agriculture. 
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DIRECT  MAIL  ENQUIRIES 


The  advertising  campaign,  together  with  travel  shows  and  other 
publicity  efforts,  including  the  use  of  motion  picture  films  on  television 
stations  in  the  United  States,  brought  an  increased  flood  of  enquiries  by  direct 
mail  to  the  Travel  Bureau.  In  1960  these  requests  totalled  55,818  as  com¬ 
pared  with  46,129  during  1959.  These  requests  were  filled  by  the  shipment 
of  literature  requested.  In  addition  about  5,000  requests  required  dictated 
replies  especially  when  specific  details  about  proposed  itineraries,  hunting 
regulations,  etc.,  were  involved. 


TRAVEL  COUNSELLORS 


Arrangements  were  made  during  1960  whereby  two  travel  counsellors 
from  the  New  York  office  of  the  Canadian  Government  Travel  Bureau  were 
brought  to  Alberta  on  a  familiarization  tour.  It  was  the  first  time  that  these 
people  had  ever  seen  Alberta  although  for  years  they  had  been  trying  to  tell 
enquiring  tourists  in  New  York  about  Alberta's  vacation  activities  and  scenic 
attractions. 


DIRECTOR'S  ACTIVITIES 

During  January  the  director,  with  Hon.  Mr.  Patrick,  provincial  secretary 
and  Mr.  E.  R.  Hughes,  deputy  provincial  secretary,  attended  a  meeting  of 
government  travel  promotion  executives  from  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and 
British  Columbia  in  Vancouver.  Ways  and  means  were  sought  for  closer 
co-operation  between  the  three  western  provinces.  The  director  attended 
the  annual  convention  of  the  Canadian  Rockies  Tourist  Association,  Jan. 
17-19  in  Calgary  and  of  the  North  West  Territories  Tourist  Association  in 
Yellowknife,  Jan.  20  through  23.  On  Feb.  23  the  director  addressed  the 
Red  Deer  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  during  the  last  week  in  June,  con¬ 
ducted  a  clinic  for  food  handlers,  service  station  attendants  and  retail  clerks 
at  Jasper  under  the  auspices  of  the  Jasper  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

On  July  10,  the  director  was  the  principal  speaker  and  officiated  at  the 
opening  of  Vermilion  Provincial  Park.  During  October  26  -  28,  the  director 
attended  the  annual  convention  of  the  "93  Highway  Association"  in  Boulder 
City,  Nevada,  U.S.,  and  on  November  22nd  was  the  principal  speaker  at  the 
annua!  meeting  of  the  Edmonton  Branch  of  the  Alberta  Motor  Courts  and 
Resorts  Association.  Hon.  Mr.  Patrick  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Oberholtzer  represented 
the  government  at  the  Canadian  Tourist  convention  at  the  federal-provincial 
tourist  conference. 

Many  motel  operators  and  prospective  operators  visited  the  bureau 
during  the  year  and  utilized  the  advisory  services  of  the  bureau  before 
planning  extensions  to  existing  motels  or  before  commencing  work  on  the 
construction  of  new  motels.  The  director  co-operated  with  many  local 
organizations  by  helping  them  to  plan  their  promotional  efforts  and  to 
prepare  folders  and  other  literature.  Only  one  serious  complaint  was  received 
by  the  director  in  1960.  In  this  case  the  visitor  complained  about  an  alleged 
overcharging.  A  satisfactory  refund  was  arranged.  Considering  the  increas¬ 
ing  volume  of  Alberta's  tourist  traffic,  the  number  of  minor  complaints  was 
remarkably  low.  Where  necessary,  these  were  brought  to  the  attention  of 
operators  involved  or  passed  on  to  chambers  of  commerce  in  their  respective 
regions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GEOGRAPHIC 

BOARD  OF  ALBERTA 


For  the  Year  1  960 

NATURE  OF  THE  BOARD  S  DUTIES 

THE  duties  of  the  Geographic  Board  of  AAlberta  include  the  collecting, 
recording  and  collating  of  information  concerning  names  of  geogra¬ 
phical  features  in  Alberta.  This  work  is  carried  out  in  consultation  with  and 
advice  to  governmental  departments  (federal  and  provincial),  municipalities, 
railway  companies,  and  other  bodies  and  individuals  concerned  with  the 
selection  of  place  names.  The  Alberta  Board  collaborates  with  the  Canadian 
Board  on  Geographical  Names  with  respect  to  the  choice  of  new  geographical 
names,  the  elimination  of  alternate,  undesirable  and  duplicate  names  and  the 
adoption  of  desirable  changes  in  the  spelling  of  names.  The  following  is  a 
short  resume  of  the  performance  of  the  Board  in  the  pursuance  of  these 
duties  for  the  year  1960. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  AS  ALBERTA  MEMBER 
OF  THE  CANADIAN  BOARD  ON  GEOGRAPHICAL  NAMES 

Early  in  1960,  Mr.  D.  I.  Istvanffy  former  member  of  the  Canadian 
Board,  expressed  a  wish  to  resign.  The  Alberta  Board  thereupon  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  secretary,  Mr.  E.  J.  Holmgren,  be  appointed  Alberta  Member 
and  this  was  agreed  to  with  the  appointment  being  announced  on  May  10, 
1960.  The  Alberta  Board  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Istvanffy  for  his  excellent 
service  and  wise  counsel. 

NEW  PLACE  NAMES 

In  1960  there  were  no  adoptions  of  prominent  names  for  features. 
The  Board  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Canadian  Board  in  selecting  new 
names  and  checking  existing  names  as  to  correct  application,  location  and 
spelling.  In  this  the  Board  was  ably  assisted  by  the  Surveys  Branch  of  the 
Department  of  Highways  and  the  Technical  Divisions  of  the  Department  of 
Lands  and  Forests. 

One  special  instance  deserves  mention.  In  September,  1960,  a 
request  was  made  to  have  a  mountain  named  in  honour  of  the  late  John 
Laurie  who  had  done  much  to  help  the  Indians.  Mr.  J.  H.  Holloway  made  a 
trip  to  the  location  and  also  saw  Mrs.  Gorman  who  had  made  the  request  and 
who  got  in  touch  with  the  Indians  and  all  bodies  are  in  agreement  as  to  which 
peak  should  be  selected  for  the  naming.  The  one  in  question  is  near  the 
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Morley  reserve  and  easily  visible  from  the  new  Trans-Canada  Highway.  At 
the  time  of  writing  all  that  remains  is  to  notify  the  Canadian  Board. 

THE  GAZETTEER  OF  ALBERTA 

When  the  Gazetteer  of  Alberta  was  published  in  1958  it  was  decided 
that  a  supplement  should  be  issued  annually  to  keep  it  up  to  date.  Accord¬ 
ingly  supplements  were  published  by  the  Surveys  Branch  of  the  Department 
of  Highways  for  the  years  1958  and  1959.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  similar 
supplement  will  be  prepared  and  published  for  the  year  1960. 

PLACE  NAMES  OF  ALBERTA 

There  has  still  been  no  re-issue  of  a  revised  version  of  this  publication 
as  the  Board  has  been  unable  to  locate  someone  able  to  undertake  the 
research  necessary.  It  should,  however,  be  pointed  out  that  when  a  new  name 
is  adopted  it  is  entered  on  a  card  that  is  filed  and  wherever  possible  the 
origin  of  the  name  is  included.  This  should  make  revision  of  Place  Names  of 
Alberta  much  easier. 

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  CANADIAN  BOARD  ON  GEOGRAPHICAL  NAMES 

Mr.  Carl  W.  Lester  attended  this  meeting  and  gave  a  report.  The  Board 
has  stated  one  gazetteer  will  be  revised  each  year  thus  making  a  ten  year 
revision  for  each.  Principles  of  nomenclature  were  discussed. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  names  adopted  together  with  their  locations. 
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
